I believe those stories of using the BC-221 as a replacement 
receiver for copying the tower. 


Most of the ground systems at larger air bases before, during 
and long after WW-II used a cross-band communication system. 
Most towers talked to aircraft on longwave- typically between 
240-300 KC. I think 248 KC was the standard, but don't hold me 
to that. The BC-221 will receive strong, local signals in this 
range quite well. It will also receive strong signals well 
over 20 MCs. It was designed to do that and that is, in fact, 
the way you measure frequency with a BC-221. 


The pilots talk back to the tower on HF. Standard 
frequencies were 3105 and 6210 KC, but I'm sure 
they jumped-around. There was a war on, ya know :-) 


In the few free minutes available to them while tuning 

the ship's radios on the ground, it was routine for hams 
working as radio operators to hook their BC-221 to the 
command antenna, plug in the earphones and have CW contacts 
with other operators across the field.

Well, gang, I picked up a Johnson Viking Messenger at a fleamarket. Now 
the question is what is it. I suspect that it is a CB transceiver, but 
am not certain. If it is, perhaps I will put it on 10 meters, that 
should be pretty easy. 


It's kind of a strange beast. The antenna connector is an automotive 
type. It does not have any meters, and the only controls are a "channel 
selector", volume and squelch. The microphone is hard wired into the 
unit and there is no mic gain control. It appears to use a separate 
power supply, there is a male octal socket on the rear which I presume 
is for this purpose. I count about 6-8 tubes and I see that it has 4 
crystals inside. It looks nice, has a cast aluminum front panel with a 
Johnson logo.

Back at the Belton Hamfest in April, I acquired some homebrew equipment 


and a Model 28 KSR teletype unit that I need some help with. 


First, the homebrew TU..... it uses a couple of 12AX7's, a 12AT7, a 12AU7, 
a 6C4 and has built-in scope and meter.

Oh cache eed i want to do this, sweep align the bc-224 xtal filter, so bad i can 
taste it, as the old saying goes...... 


That's the right track. What models? There have been many generations of 
function generators by lots of companies since the 60's. Wavetek was one 
of the originators of modern function generators and were followed by the 
biggies a la "me too". A function generator is a timeless tool; Iv'e seen 
asking prices of $100 for old beat up Wavys. What you MUST have ona 
function generator is an EXTERNAL VOLTAGE CONTROLLED SWEEP INPUT, i. e., an 
input that allows you to control the output frequency with an external 
voltage. 


When sweeping an xtal filter or low freq IF, you need to use a Sine or 
triangle wave (from an audio oscillator or another function generator) to 
control the sweep. The rate of sweep must be equal in both the up and down 
requency directions. This is so you can see if the up sweep and down sweep 
‘scope traces superimpose perfectly. If the sweep rate is too fast the 
phase shift caused by the high Q filtering will give you a distorted sweep 
response and your alignment will be lop sided. I found I had to be under 
15 Hz (cps) before I could get negligible phase shift. A long persistence 
"scope or a storage ‘scope (analog or digital) with variable persistence 
will make observing the sweep easier. Happy hunting.
